Alarmed by tho outburst of national 


Indignation aroused by the revelations 
which sprung from the investigation 
of tho protest against Senator Smoot, 
tho highest official of the church In 
a manifesto couched In even more 
definite) terms that Uio edict Issued 
by President Woodruff in 1800, placed 
an Irrevocable ban upon the practice 
of what is Icnown, in every part of tho 
world outside of tho state of Utah, 
as polygamy. 


Church Withdraws Sanction. 


Hereafter there will be no plural 


marriages celebrated with the sanc- 
tion of the Mormon church. Any of- 
ficer or member of tho church who 
shall tal<o It up^n himself to solemn- 
ize or enter Into such marlago will 
be considered an outlaw and an out- 
cast from tho fold, and will expose 
himself to all the penalties Imposed 
upon a transgressor 
against 
tho 


stringent rules and regulations of tho 
community. 


This Is tho sum of tho edict issued 


by the supreme head of the church, 
President Joseph ,t. Smith. In an of- 
ficial declaration of tho pulley of tho 
Mormon church upon the subject of 
polygamy. President Smith's declara- 
tion was unanimously indorsed by tho 
leading members of the church, who 
were In attendance at tho conference.

maintain their prestige. 
Ho warned 


tho unions that public opinion would 
not much longer tolerate strikes. Tho 
loss of public sentiment would quickly 
be followed by the disruption of or- 
ganized labor, the 
bishop declared, 


and he quoted John Mitchell as au- 
thority for tho statemont that unless 
given tho support of public sentiment 
labor organizations must disintegrate.

Influence for Good.

CULTURALISTS OF COUNTY. 


WILL SAVE TIME NEXT MONTH 


A Few Thoughts "Upon the Existing 


Conditions of the Soil and How 


It Should Be Handled. 


Don't be tempted to turn the stock 


out to pasture until the grass gets a 
good start, says a farm authority. At 
first grass Is very washy feud, with- 
out much nutriment, and when It Is 
pastured down too closely In the ear- 
ly spring It gets a setback which 
keeps It short all the season. 


Salt should be supplied liberally all 


the year around, but It Is very esscnt- 
ial to stock on grass. \ few lumps 
of rod: salt distributed around the 
pasture fields will furnish a supply at 
all times, and the stock will take 
what It needs, nock salt Is cheap and 
convenient. 


Dairy cows should bo supplied with 


pure water every day In the year. A 
running stream Is all right, but a stag 
nant stock water pond Is not. Do not 
allow the cows to drink stagnant wat- 
er.See to the fences while the ground 
Is soft. It Is easy to straighten a line 
of fence early In tho spring before 
the ground settles, and then tho fence 
will stand straight all the season. A 
little attention to tho matter of repair" 
Ing fences now may save loss later. 


Put the farm tools and Implements 


In good order before tho busy season. 
Go over every plow, harrow and Im- 
plement of every kind and see that 
they arc properly prepared and put In 
perfect condition. It Is poor economy 
to "toggle" up farm Implements. He- 
pairs sboul.l be attended to without 
delay. 


Very frequently a little work will 


drain a considerable area that would 
not otherwise bo dry enough to plow 
with the remainder of the field. If 
this Is looked after now a crop may 
be secured on such land, when with- 
out this attention the loss of the land 
would he complete. 


The poultry business IB worth half 


a million dollars In this country and 
Is rapidly Increasing. 
The average 


farm flock may be doubled In product-

CLAY AMENDMENT PASSED THE 


SENATE YESTERDAY. 


CAN ACFASAGENTSFOR FIRMS 


Gives the Carriers of Rural Routes 


More Liberty in Actions Than 
Otherwise Would Have Been. 


The United Stales senate, alter a 


good deal of debute and u number of 
incidental amendments, passed what 
Is known us the Clay amendment to 
the postolllce appropriation bill. This 
leaves in the bill the section prohibit- 
ing rural free, delivery carriers from 
acting as agents and soliciting orders 
for newspapers or merchandise, but It 
permits them, upon a request fiom 
tnelr patrons along the route, to re- 
ceive subscriptions and take orders for 
goods. Under tills senate amendment, 
coupled with the section the housi 
letl In the bill. It will lit; possible for 
newspapers anil business houses to 
canvass the rural free delivery routes 
and supply customers 
with 
order 


blanks which can then bo collected 
upon their request and money V-JUIM- 
milted through the poslolllce carrier, 
who thereby becomes the agent of 
residents along his route rather than 
an agent or solicitor of a newspaper 
or business house In a distant city. 


After July 1 


The section left In the bill under 


tho senate amendment, together with 
the amendment Itself, 
If 
It 
goes 


through conference committee as It 
was passed, will read as follows: "On 
and after July 1. litoi. letter carlors 
of the rural free delivery 
service 


shall receive n salary not exceeding 
$720 per annum and no other or fur- 
ther allowance shall be made said 
carriers; and on nnd after said date 
said carriers shall not solicit business 
or receive orders of any kind for any 
person, firm or corporation, and shall 
not. 
during their hours of employ- 


ment, carry any merchandise for hire. 
Provided, said carriers may 
carry 


merchandise for hire and receive sub- 
Bcrlptlons for nnd deliver 
newspa. 
pers. magazines, nnd other periodicals 
for and upon the request of patrons 
residing upon their respective routes 
whenever the same shall not Interfere 
with the proper discharge of their 
olllclal duties, and under such regula- 
tions as the postmaster general may 
prescribe, and not otherwise;

provided further, that no carrier shall
